Illnesses will be avoided. 


Such infarmation will not enable 


her to omit medical attention for the 
baby. In fact it is usually the mother 
who is best informed in the matter 
of infant care who calls the doctor 
for seemingly trivial ailments. 
She 


has learned that prevention is heap- 
er and safer than cure. 


Mother Should Watch Health 


Every expectant mother is anxious 


that her baby shall be strong and well 
when it comes into the world. For 
this reason it is important that her 
own life be regulated with this end 
in v.ew. 


First of all attention 
should 
be 


given to her diet, for the state of 
nutrition of the mother has a direct 
bearing upon the nutrition 
of 
the 


baby. 
Assuming that her diet has 


previously been a sensible one, there 
Is no reason why any marked hange 
should be made. Least of all should 
hard and fast rules be given 
Indi- 


vidual tastes very widely, so that 
what is tempting and agreeble to one 
may be repulsive to another. "What Is 
easily digested by one may 
cause 


acute distress in another. _ 


In general it may be said that plain 


nutritious, platable food, 'which in- 
cludes relatively little meat, a fair 
amount of eggs and milk,

Eat Food You Desire 


One often hears the remark that 


an unsatisfied craving for some par- 
t cular article food will result in the 
baby's being marked 
This belief is 


utterly without foundation. 
If some 


unusual food is desired it may 
be 


taken unless postively harmful. 
But 


failing to satisfy the craving wll in 
no w'ay mark or injure the baby. 


Liquids should have a prominent 


place in the diet. 
During the pre- 


natal period the mother 
is 
called 


upon to eliminate not only her own 
waste produts but those of the baby 
as well. If these waste marterials ac- 
cumulate in tlie body they may re- 
sult not only in minor dleturbanes 
but occasionally in serious 
compli- 


cations 
Because liquids aid in re- 


moving these waste products, their 
importance will be readily 
appre- 


ciated. 


From two to three quarts should be 


taken daily 
The greater part should 


be water, the remainder may consist 
of soup, milk or cocoa. The moderate 
use of tea and coffee is no 
objectable than at other times.
